And many ſuch Lyes are uttered in his Book, which arc not

And Peo;1e may ſce,- that F.-Perrot was tur cd from the 
Truth the: Quakers profeſs, when he-. had got Gorgeous Ap- 
parel and a Velvet Coat, a Staff tipt with Gold aid a Carral Sword, 
and was ſhiotine off Gunns on Ship-board, - aid making of Feaſts , 
which &.R. ſeems to juſtifie.

G. F. be Angry at J. Perrot's Velvet Coat, and wearing a Sword, 
and for his Gunns and Carnal Weapons * But F.-P. pretended 
r0.20 and preach the Go'pel when he went to Barbadoes and 
Virginia ; not to get Gunns, and Swords, and a Yelvet Coat, 
a:da Staff tipt with Gold,”*c, and ſo he chang'd from-his Go- 
ſpel, as he deceitfully pretended to. 

And it is utterly falſe bothin R. R. and F.?P. that G. F's 
Name was to any Papers for naming of Sober Fuſtices in the 
other Powers dayes, that would nor Perſccute us - For G. F;
